ST. TKTKRSBURG, April 11. 5:45 p. 


m.—The Associated Press

officially that up to the present hour the 
government has not received any advice* 
of Easter disturbance:! anywhere in Eu- 
ropean Russia. Complete quiet reigns, 
according to reports from the Jewish 
centers of population. 


PARIS, April 11.—Official advices re- 


ceived today by the French government 
confirm tho press dispatches announc- 
ing that Japan's-flrst army, consisting of 
fuur army corps; isjiow completely/land- 
ed in Koren nnd that the second army, 
consisting of a similar number of corps 
is about to start. The points of debark- 
ation of the second army arc-not known. 


ST. PETEUSBURG7 April 11.—The re- 


ports that the Russian minister at Pc- 
kin had made strong representations to 
the Chinese government on the subject 
of llio Japanese military instructors in 
the service of China nnd the Japanese 
officers with General Ma's army, demand- 
ing the issuance of orders.for their, dis- 
missal, are confirmed here. Russia re- 
gards their continued presence where 
they are as being a most serious threat 
to her. It is pointed out that without 
the consent of the Pekin government the 
Japanese officers who are with General 
Ma, who is now north of the G^eat Wall, 
easily can obtain dominant 
influence 


over tho Chinese troops and use them if 
the Japanese operations demand 
the 


creation of a diversion in General Kuro- 
patkin's rear, possibly resulting in cut- 
ting his communications. If Gen. Kuro- 
patkin is compelled in time of stress to 
meet a. sudden and unexpected attack 
from this quarter it might greatly em- 
barrass him. Of course the Pekin gov- 
ernment would disavow complicity, bnt 
the harm would be done, and Russia con- 
siders that the immediate removal of 
Japancso 
influence 
with the 
Chinese 


army is imperative. While it. is not spe- 
cifically stated that China's failure to 
comply with the Russian demands will 
be considered a. violation of Chinese neu- 
trality this is believed to be the true ac- 
count of the situation. It is added that 
Kuropatkin is disposing of 20,000 men 
where they will bo available for use in 
the direction of the Chinese frontier, but 
no confirmation of this report is obtain- 
able.

NEAELY 60 YEAES AGO 


John Kranz, one of the- oldest of Ra- 


cine's pioneer residents and possibly the 
pioneer man of mercantile pursuits- in 
this city, died this morning at 10:40 
o'clock at liis residence, No. 1136 Wis- 
consin street, after a brief illness, the 
immediate cause of his death being due 
to complications arising from a, severe 
cold contracted about one week ago, in 
conjunction with the natural weakness 
attendant -upon extreme old age. 


Mr. Kranz was, in all probability, as 


well known-as any man in the city of 
Rncine, us the many eventful years of 
bis long life were spent here in the man- 
agement of the paper business that now 
bears the name of bis son, W. H. Kranz, 


BORN IN GERMANY. 


He was born October Sth, 1S10, at .1 


small place in Germany, near Frankfort 
on the Main and cumc to America in 
1842, locating at Rochester, N. Y., where 
he remained for throe years, after which 
he came to Racine, arriving here in 184": 
He was married June 22, 1849, in tho 
city of Milwaukee, to Elizabeth Ritchie, 
sister of Samuel Ritchie, of this city, 
and she now survives him. 


FOUNDED BUSINESS IN 


Mr. Kranz founded his paper and sta- 


tionery business in 1850 and immediate- 
ly identified himself with the develop- 
ment of the early industries of the em- 
bryo city. It has been a source of grati- 
fication.to him, in his late years, to real- 
ize that the small burgh in whose ulti- 
mate development, he played such nn ac- 
tive part, finally grew to be the second 
largest city in the state. 


He retired from active business life in 


February, 1898, nnd celebrated the .gold- 
en anniversary of his marriage in 1800, 
an event that will be well remembered 
locally. 


Ten children have been born to Mr. 


and Mrs. Kranz, of which number but 
four survive, Rev. John Kranz, of •Pater- 
son, N. J.; George S. Kranz, of New 
York city; William II. Kranz of this 
city, and Mrs. Henry F. Tyrrell, of Mil- 
waukee. 


ONLY ONE CHILD AT BEDSIDE. 
Owing to the sudden development of 


the really alarming symptoms . in 
his 


case, none of thij children, with the ex- 
ception of Mrs. Tyrrell, was able to ar- 
rive before his demise.. William H. 
Kranz was telegraphed for Friday night, 
at a small place in the interior of Flor- 
ida, where he had gone for his health, 
and started immediately. He is due to 
arrive this afternoon at 4:23. The fun- 
eral arrangements will bo unsettled un- 
til he comes. 


Mr. Kranz has been, for a great many 


years, identified- in membership with, 
and a const-ant attendant of, the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church and was a mem- 
ber of the Old Settlers' society. 


5S YEARS IN BUSINESS HERE. ' 
In the death of Mr. Krnnz tho city 


loses one of the most familiar 
land- 


marks. For more than fifty-eight years 
he has been among us and a regular vis- 
itor on the streets and places of busi- 
ness. No man ever had a better or 
clearer record. All of his business deal- 
ings were honest and upright; he was 
enterprising and ever ready to build up 
the town; he was kind hearted, but 
strict in everything. He believed in law 
and order, in a Christian life, nnd was 
ever for the right. No one ever knew 
him to swerve to the .wrong .Hide of a 
question. By this kind of a- life he be- 
came known in all sections of town and1 


his little store of years ago, developed 
to the largest of its kind in southern 
Wisconsin.

Superior may be the second 
largent'city iu point of population, but 
Racine people do not believe it. New 


. industries have been ndded here in the 


past yoar, hundreds of strangers have 
nnd arc continually coming in: it is al- 
most impossible to get house's.or. living 
quarters, nil of which i;ocs t.o s'low a 
rapid gain, but of course the figures 
given by the government must go. 


The figures sent out yive the United 


States a- population of 7f,OOO.oSO. exclu- 
sive of Alaska, nu increase of 3,005,814. 


The gain for Milwaukee since the hist 


census, is 27,412. Kight leading cities 
in Wisconsin have gained a population 
of 100,000 during the three years since 
tho census was taken. 


In a number of instances the growth 


of some of the smaller cities is i.'ot im- 
portant, but substantial progress was 
mnde in all of the half dozen foremost 
cities of the state. 
These figures are 


brought out in a. report V^it mnde by 
tho census bureau, being estimates on

NEW LEGISLATION NEEDED 


Senator Fatt»r«on Crjren Necessity of An- 


other ChlnoKe I£xcla*IoD TJIAT. 


WASHINGTON. April S.— Mr. Patter- 


son addressed the senate today on the 
denunciation of the Chinese exclusion 
treaty of 1S94 by .the Chinese govern- 
ment. He. announced 
his conviction 


that "unless additional legislation is had 
before congress adjourns every barrier 
against Chinese immigration that has 
been built will be removed on the 7th of 
December next and the ports of the 
country thrown open to the unrestricted 
coming of the Chinese hordes,' whose in- 
vasion of the United States- was arrested 
22 years ago." 


This opinion was based upon China's 


denunciation of the treaty of 1804, mak- 
ing it of no effect from December. Ho 
traced prospective trouble to the failure 
of congress in its vote of 1002 to dupli- 
cate the act of 1802 continuing in force 
for ten vears the exclusion act of 1830, 
"Had China not denounced the treaty," 
he said, "there would be no trouble now 
with the exclusion laws, for the net of 


1902 
would have kept them all in force; 


but with, the 1304 treaty out of the 
way under the net of 1002, our exclusion 
laws will nil f»l- to the ground on the 
coming of December 7th. The cause of 
this is the- usual wording of the 1002 
net. For the first time in, this Chinese 
legislation the validity of exclusion laws 
was made to depend upon the terms of 
treaties with China."

wns another street known as B.irnst:ible 
street. Willinm Vance, H. Raymond and 
other old timers have stuck to .this. 


They are borne out by another former 


pioneer, one who lived hero many years, 
who attended the Barnstable Methodist 
cluircli and Sunday school. It is Charles 
L. Fellows, father of George Fellows, ul- 
dcvman-cleot of the Third ward. 
Mr. 


Fellows, who lives at Algoraa, formerly 
Ahnapec, writes his son an interesting 
letter, headed:

He reviewed 
the life of the.-young man; it was his 
first offense; the niece from whom'the 
money wns taken had lived with Learn- 
ed and his wife: she had no father and 
her mother could not be called a mother. 
The attorney told how the girl was rear- 
ed in luxury at Learned'n home and edu- 
cated: that she was known as the $10;- 
000 girl. Under all of the. conditions 
and tho fact that most of the money 
token wns use for the home of Learned.

of the native-born population. The co- 
mingling of bloods is the process of 
amalgamation. The modification of mind 
and conduct through, imitation and edu- 
cation is the process of assimilation. In 
the present papeji I shall examine the 
known facts relating to both Mtiniila- 
tion and amalgamation as they are tak- 
ing place in the United States today.

he fifth city in India in-population, hav- 
ng 264,049 inhabitants by the last cen- 
us, and it is the. only large town in this 
rovince, which is entirely agricultural. 
Host of the population of Indin. is scat- 
ered in villages, and the number of peo- 
>lc who tire not supported by farms is 
much smaller than would be supposed 
rom the figures of the census. A large 
roportion of the inhabitants returned 
oa engaged in trade and other employ- 
ocnts really belong to the agricultural 
ouimunity, because they uro the agents 


>f middlemen through whose hands 'the 
iroduce of the farms passes. Thene pco- 
ile live in villages among the farming 
ouimunity. 
In'all the empire of India, with its 


>opulation of 300,000,000.- there are only 
light towns with more than 200,000-in- 
mbitante: only three with more than 
500,000. and only one with a million, 
vhich is Calcutta. The other seven in 
order of size are Bombay, Madras, Hy- 
krabad, Lneknon', Kangoon, Benares and 
Delhi.

nine with more than 50,000;'471 with 
more than 10.000; S77 with more than 


,000. and 2J34 organized municipalities 


with a population of 1,000 or more. 
These municipalities reprwent »n aggre- 
gate population of 29,244,221 ont of ft 
total of 294,361J05rfor tho entire em- 
pire, leaving '265,134,722 taliaWtmnte 
scattered upon farms and in 729,782 vil- 
lages, according to tho eenini»-of 1801. 
The city population, however, is grow- 
ing more rapidly than that of tho coun- 
try, because of the efforts of the gor- 
ernmenf to divert labor from the farms 
to tho factories.

pan o£ wnrm water and stir It until it 
IB 65 degrees, then add a cup of butter- 
milk to each gallon of cream. Keep it 
warm beside the stove and stir every 
little while. In twenty-four hours it 
should be thick and sour enough to 
Churn. 
If the cows are advanced in lactation 


It will have to be warmed to GO de- 
grees. Never fill the chum over half 
full and churn In a warm room, and 
the bnttcr will come quick and be firm 
ftnd .gather up good.

THEIR DISMISSAL IS

Skirmishers Exchange Shots Along

Russia. 


WASHINGTON, April 
11:—Advices 


have been received here of the -arrival of 
the Japanese troops at the Yalu river. 


PARIS, April 11.—A dispatch to the 


Temps, from St. Petersburg today says 
some further exchanges of shots have 
occurred between the Russian and Jap- 
anese forces along the borders of the 
Yalu river. 


Vice Admiral MakarofT, the dispatch 


adds, is inspecting the defenses of Port 
Arthur. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 11, 5:45 p. 


m.—The Associated Press is informed 
officially that up to the present hour the 
government has not received any advice* 
of Blister disturbances anywhere in Eu- 
ropean Russia. Complete quiet reigns, 
according to reports from the Jewish 
centers of population. 


PARIS, April 11.—Official advices re- 


ceived today by the French government 
confirm the press dispatches announc- 
ing that Japan's-flrst army, consisting of 
four army corps', isjiow completely/land- 
ed in Korea nnd that the second army, 
consisting of a'similar number of corps 
is about to start. The points of debark- 
ation of the second army are not known. 


ST. PETERSBURG April 11.—The re- 


ports that the Russian minister at Pc- 
kin had made strong representations to 
the Chinese government on the subject 
of the Japanese military instructors in 
the service of China and the Japanese 
officers with General Ma's army, demand- 
ing the issuance of orders.for their dis- 
missal, are confirmed here. Russia re- 
gards their continued presence where 
they are as being a most serious threat 
to her. It is pointed out that .without 
the consent of the Pekin government the 
Japanese officers who are with General 
Ma, who is now north of the Gjeat Wall, 
easily can Qbtaiu dominant influence 
over the Chinese troops and use them if 
the Japanese operations demand the 
creation of a diversion in General Kuro- 
patkin's rear, possibly resulting in cut- 
ting his communications. If Gen. Kuro- 
patkin is compelled in time of stress to 
meet a sudden and unexpected attack 
from this quarter it might greatly em- 
barrass him. Of course the Pekin gov- 
ernment would disavow complicity, but 
the harm would be done, and Russia con- 
siders thut the immediate removal of 
Japanese 
influence with the 
Chinese 


army is imperative. While it is not spe- 
cifically stated that China's failure to 
comply with the Russian demands will 
be considered a violation of Chinese neu- 
trality tiiis is believed to be the true ac- 
count of the situation. It is added that 
Kuropatkin is disposing of 20,000 men 
where they will be available for use in 
the direction of the Chinese frontier, but 
no confirmation of this report is obtain- 
able. 


GIVE WAY TO EASTER. 


The Easter merrymaking is in pro- 


gress. Business is suspended, the gov- 
ernment departments are closed and the 
war bureau bulletin boards are bare ex- 
cept for the order for the mobilization 
of the naval reserves. Only three news- 
papers- appear and they arc in the form 
of fly sheets. M. Mescheriky, in 
the

SEEMS PLEASED AT TREATY. 


PARIS, April 11.—The Russian,am- 


bassador, M. Nelidoff, acting on instruc- 
tions from Foreign Minister LamsdoriT, 
has expressed to Foreign Minister Del- 
casse the satisfaction .of Russia at the 
conclusion of the Anglo-French colonial 
treaty. This is accepted as Russia's an- 
swer to the reports that the Anglo- 
French treaty was indirectly hostile to 
Russia, 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 11, 8:25 p. 


m.—The news of the signing of 
the 


Anglo-French colonial treaty was cor- 
dially received here. In .responsible of- 
ficial circles the xmderstanding between 
the allies of the two belligerents is re^ 
garded as the best guarantee against 
complications, and, when the war is over 
and if Russia is victorious, as an assur- 
ance that Great Britain "wilt not try to 
prevent her from reaping the fruits of 
her triumph. 


RUSSIA BUYING LINERS. 


NEW YORK, April 11.—The Russian 


government has not ceased its purchases 
of German trans-Atlantic liners, accord- 
ing to a Herald dispatch from Berlin. 
The correspondent asserts that negotia- 
tions are pending for the purchase of a 
considerable number of German vessels. 
These are to be armed, and together 
with th« Smolensk and Theoii of the 
Black Sea fleet are to form a flying 
squadron ot fast cruisers.

PUSSES AWAY 


AT AGE OF 85 


Death Comes Alter Briei Illness, 


Due to Complications Aris- 


ing From Cold. 


SETTLED IN EACINE 


NEARLY 60 YEARS AGO 


Founded Paper and Stationery Busi. 


ness in 1850-Only One of 


Children Able to be at 


Dying Bedside. 


John Kran'z, one of the oldest of Ra- 


cine's pioneer residents and-possibly the 
pioneer man of mercantile pursuits in 
this city, died this morning at 10:40 
o'clock at his residence, No. 11'36 Wis- 
consin street, after a brief illness, the 
immediate cause of his death -being due 
to complications arising from a severe 
cold contracted about one week ago, in 
conjunction widh the natural weakness 
attendant upon extreme old age. 


Mr. Kranz was, in all probability, as 


well known.as any man in the city of 
Racine, aa the many eventful years 'of 
his long life were spent here in the man- 
agement of the paper business that now 
bears the name of Jiis son/W. H. Kranz. 


BOBN IN GERMANY. 


He was born October 8th, 1810, at a 


small place in Germany, near Frankfort 
on the Main and came to America in 
1842, 
locating at Rochester, N. Y., where 


he remained for three years, after which 
he came to Racine, arriving here in 1845.' 
He was married June 22, 1849, in the 
city of Milwaukee, to Elizabeth Ritchie, 
sister of Samuel Ritchie, of this city, 
and she now survives him. 


FOUNDED BUSINESS IN ISatouiw* 


Mr. Kranz founded his paper'and sta- 


tionery business in 1850 and immediate- 
ly identified himself with the develop- 
ment of the early industries of the em- 
bryo city. It has been a source of grati- 
fication to him, in his late years, to real- 
ize that the small burgh in whose ulti- 
mate development, he played such an ac- 
tive part, finally grew to be the second 
largest city in the state. 


He retired from active business life in 


February, 1898, and celebrated the .gold- 
en anniversary of his marriage in 1890, 
an event that will be well remembered 
locally. 


Ten children have been bovn to Mr. 


and Mrs. Kranz, of which number but 
four survive, Rev. John Kranz, of-Pater- 
son, N. J.; George S. Kranz, of New 
York city; William H. Kranx of this 
city, and Mrs. Henry F. Tyrreil, of Mil- 
waukee. 


ONLY ONE CHILD AT BEDSIDE. 
Owing to the sudden development of 


the really alarming symptoms in his 
case, none of th$ children, with the ex- 
ception of Mrs. Tyrrell, was able to ar- 
rive before his demise.. William H. 
Kranz was telegraphed for Friday night, 
at a small place in the interior of Flor- 
ida, 
where he had gone for his health, 


and started immediately. He is due to 
arrive this afternoon at 4:23. The fun- 
eral arrangements will be unsettled un- 
til he comes. 


Mr. Kranz has been, for a great many 


years, identified in membership with, 
and a constant attendant of, the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church and was a mem- 
ber of the Old Settlers' society, 


58 YEARS IN" BUSINESS HERE. ' 
In the death o£ Mr, Kranz the city 


loses one of the most familiar land- 
marks. For more than fifty-eight years 
he has been among us and a regular vis- 
itor on the streets and places of busi- 
ness. No man ever had a better or 
clearer record. All of his business deal- 
ings were honest and upright; he, was 
enterprising and ever ready to build up 
the town; he was kind hearted, but 
strict in everything. He believed in law 
and order, in a Christian life, and was 
ever for the right. No one ever knew 
him to swerve to the wrong aide of a 
question. By this '>kind of a life he be- 
came known in all sections of town and1- 
his little store of years 'ago, developed 
to the largest of its kind in southern 
Wisconsin.

When the -war between the states 
became apparent, Mr. Dole took consid- 
erable interest in the development of 
events and promptly enlisted when the 
call for troops was made.

Immediately after the war he entered 


the lumber business and continued to 
take an active interest in it until 1886, 
the ftrra being Dale t Wells.

Wilt Exceed in Length the Most 


Powerful British Battle- 


ships by 20 Feet. 


ARE TO HAVE SPEED 


OF NINETEEN KNOTS 


Besides the Two Actually Ordered, 


Two More of Same Description 


May lie Built for Mikado's 


LONDON, April 9.—Tne two battle- 


ships ordered in England by Japan will 
be exceedingly powerful, their length, 
445 feet, exceeding that of the roost pow- 
erful British battleship by 20 feet. In 
order to meet the capacity of docking 
accommodations the beam-and draught 
have been fixed at 78 .feet and 20 feet re- 
spectively. 


^ach wai have a displacement of, 16,- 


400 tons. 


Their main batteries it is stated, •will 


be the most powerful yet devised, con- 
sisting for each of four 12-inch guns, four 
10-inch and five 6-inch guns. The armor- 
ed belt at the waterline will be nine in- 
ches thick with six ,inch, armor, continu- 
ing to tbe level of the deck. _ A new fea- 
ture will be a superstructure of.four 
inch armor insuring that no part of the 
upper wprkii will.be unprotected. 


In addition to the two battleships ac- 


tually ordered Japan is contemplating 
ordering two more vessels of that des- 
cription to be built here. 


Formal orders for these battleships 


were placed by Japan, with VickerS) 
JIumix and Armstrong on January 30, 
the orders being to expedite their con- 
struction a» speedily as possible. They 
are to have a speed of 19 knots and will 
be able to discharge eleven tons of pro- 
jectiles per minute from their main bat- 
teries.

But Governor La Follette is 
a hard worker and a shrewd manipula- 
tor in the game of politics, and he has 
the advantage of a machine that doe* 
the work for him with practically no ex- 
pense to himself. He will also, as usual, 
call to his aid as many of the "fair mind- 
ed" Dembcrat»-«s he e»n induce to inter- 
fere in the affairs of the Republican par- 
ty, and the contest will be fought with 
desperation. If honest and loyal Re- 
publicans are wise, however, they will 
not permit a continuation of the bitter 
factional fight which has been caused by 
the leadership of Governor La Follette, 
but they "will decide that two termii ar« 
enough and that the third term proposi- 
tion deserves to be defeated.

past yoar, hundreds of strangers have 
and are continually coming in; it is al- 
most impossible to get houses. or living 
quarters, all of which goes to f>iiow a 
rapid gain, but of course the figures 
given by the government must go. 


The figures sent out give the United 


States a population of 70,900.380, exclu- 
sive of Alaska, an increase of 3,005.314. 


The gain for Milwaukee since the last 


census, is 27,412. Eight leading cities 
in Wisconsin have gained a population 
of 100,000 during the three years since 
tho census was taken. 


In a number of instances the growth 


of some of the smaller cities is not im- 
portant, but substantial progress was 
made in all of the half dozen foremost 
' cities of the state. 
These figures arc 


brought out in a. report j*^t made by 
the census bureau, being estimates on 
the growth of cities 
throughout 
the 


country, and other facts regarding cities 
and the increase of their wealth, which 
will be made public from time to time. 
Superior, it is claimed, has made more 
rapid gains than any of her competitors. 
The figures compiled for that city show 
a growth from 31,001 in 1900 to 30,824 
in 1903. Racine has made a gain from 
20,102 in 1900 to 31,529; Madison from 
19,1G4 to 20,880; La Crossc from 28,895 
to 30,088, and Green Bay from 18,684 to 
20,142. 
Oshkosh has not yet reached 


the ."0,000 mark, having 20,919. 


These returns are made by the census 


bureau on estimates ntadc by their of- 
ficials, who are engaged in collecting sta- 
tistics of cities. However, according to 
these estimates, the growth of Milwau- 
kee, if continued in the same ratio as 
these figures furnish, will bring the city 
close to the 400,000 mark in a few years.

NEW LEGISLATION NEEDED 


Senator Patt?r»on Urged Necessity of An- 


other Chinese Exclusion law.' 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—Mr. Patter- 


son addressed the senate today on the 
denunciation of-the Chinese exclusion 
treaty of 1894 by .the Chinese .govern- 
ment.. He 
announced his conviction 


that "unless additional .legislation is had 
before congress adjourns every barrier 
against Chinese immigration that has 
been built will be removed on the 7th of 
December next and the ports of the 
country thrown open to the unrestricted 
coming of the Chinese hordes, whose in- 
vasion, of the United States-was arrested 
22 years ago." 


This opinion was based upon China's 


denunciation of the treaty of 1894, mak- 
ing it of no effect from December. He 
traced prospective trouble to the failure 
of congress in its vote of 1902 to dupli- 
cate the act of 1892 continuing in force 
for ten years the exclusion act of 1880. 
"Had China not denounced the treaty," 
he said, "there would be no trouble now 
with the exclusion laws, for the act of 
1902 would have kept them all in force; 
but with .the 1894 treaty out.;of the 
way under'the act of 1902, our exclusion 
laws will all. fall to the ground on the 
coming of December 7th. The cause of 
this is the • usual wording of the 1902 
act. For the first time in,this Chinese 
legislation the validity of exclusion laws 
was made to depend upon the terms of 
treaties with China.".

early history of Eacine, especially per- 
Laining to names of streets. Whnt thor- 
oughfare was called Barnstable street, 
s the leading bone of contention. The 
statement that it was wliat is now called 


lollege avenue is correct. 
There nsrer 


was another street known as Bsirnstablc 
street. William Vance, H. Eayroond and 
other old timers have gtxick to this. 


They arc borne out by another former 


jionecr, one who lived here many years, 
who attended the Barnstable Methodist 
church and Sunday school. It is Charles 
Li. I"ellows, father of George Fellows, al- 
derman-elect of the Third ward. 
Mr. 


Fellows, who lives at Algoma, formerly 
Ahnapee, writes his son an interesting 
letter, headed: 
"Correct views of an- 


other old Settler." Here are the impor- 
tant parts of the letter: 


"Having lived with 
my father 
on 


North Erie street, from 1846 to 1868, I 
can with some degree of'certainty, speak 
with authority as to recent controversy 
over former names of streets. The street 
west of Wisconsin- street on the south 
side of the river, was always known as 
Barnstable street,v years 
before 
Mr. 


Barnes'built the long house in front df- 
our old home. What is called Dodge 
street, was so called-in 184G, when my 
father bought the Parmlee .place. At 
the time Mr. Barnes was trying to buy 
it, and for revenge bought the W. -H. 
Waterman place, also a lot at .foot of- 
liill, near the rjvev, east of our house, 
and buiit: a.'two story frame house,, on 
top of n twelve foot stone 
basement 


which in part shut off our view of the 
liafbor. This house stood for a number 
of years, finally falling down, owing to- 
the water froln tho harbor \mdermining 
the foundation. 


Iri the process of grading the road that 


goes down the 
hill east of Mr. Ed. 


Gillen's house, there was opened a fine 
spring of pure water. As good water 
was scarce, everybody wanted the spring 
water. To get the water Mr. Barnes 
dug a ditch across the road to the south 
side of the Waterman place and put in 
i water ram nt considerable 
expense, 


forcing the water into his house, and 
objected very seriously to anyone get- 
liiig any of the water. My father, in 
order to get some of the water, dug two 
wells on lands he owned adjoining the 
Bnrnes lota and finally succeeded in 
striking the vein leading to the spring, 
and by steady pumping succeeded in 
emptying the spring, but as only the 
Kingsley's, Rumsdell'a and our own fam- 
ily needed the water the spring was 
never dry. 


During the winter of 
1849-50 
th« 


schooner "76" was built » little west of 
where Stain street bridge now is. She 
vrns built for father by Mr, Selson-Gri* 
wohl. tit the -same pl»cc the schooner 
"Lexington" waa rebuilt two years be- 


fore, and was re-named'the "Cherokee." 
I was on board-of-her when she was 
launched. S. M. Norton, J: H. Lathrop, 
H. S. Durahd and others were interest- 
ed in her. 
^ 


My mother was » member of Barii- 


stable Methodist church and for several 
yec; s I was a regular attendant with her 
at ^church' and Sunday school. I: was 
born in 1834 and came to Racine iu 1841. 
We never had a Barnstable street on the 
north side of the river. My father, Gep. 
D. Fellows, was alderman for one year 
from the Fourth ward, but did not want 
the office and would never take it again.

Every effort was made by Mr. Learned 


and his friends to raise the $1,800* whieh 
he was short iu Miss Koehn's" estate, 
but without success. Eight hundred dol: 
lars was offered • the surety company, 
but .refused and orders given to make 
no compromise. 


After"teamed was taken before Court 


Commissioner Wentvrorth, waived exam- 
ination and was arraigned before'1 Judge 


Suiieding to plead, the scene was sad 
and sorrowful. Learned was born and 
raised in this county, coming from one 
of the most honored families. He is the 
youngest of seven children and it was 
the first time that a stain of any kind 
has affected the good name. 


PLEA FOR DEFENDAlvT. 


With tears in his eyes Learned stood 


up and pleaded guilty. In answer to 
questions by the judge the prisoner said 
he had nothing to say. Attorney Sav- 
age, of Milwaukee, however, made an 
eloquent plea for mercy. He reviewed 
tjie life of the.young 'man; it was bis 
first offense;, the niece from whom tha 
money was taken had lived with Learn- 
ed and his wife: she had no father and 
her mother could not be called a mother. 
The attorney told how the girl was rear? 
ed in luxury at Learned> home and edu- 
cated; that she was known at the $10;- 
000 girl. Under all of the conditions 
and the fact that mo»t of the money 
taken was use for the home of Learned, 
as well as comforts of the girl, and tha 
further fact that the money was not de- 
liberately stolen and accounts could not 
bo given" owing to.eardessneas on tk« 
part of the guardian,- he aaked for len- 
iency. 


The penalty of the crime is not »or« 


than five years nor less than three 
years. Judge SmiediBg, after speaking 
of how sad-it was to aentence a young 
man to prison, but that the law muct 
take its course, pronounced sentence of 
three years. 


The brother of Learned was in-court, 


and he, a? well* ask 'the prisoner, showed 
deep agitation.

Further he says: "The 
greatest source of infection from con- 
sumption, is through the medium of the 
sputum, and if the sputum of every con- 
sumptive could be destroyed the disease 
could bo banished from the face of the 
earth. 


••'Experience has shown consumption is 


a preventable disease, and in 70 per cent 
of the eases, a curable one, if tuken in 
time. What is needed in every state ia 
Ihe "Union is a sanitarium for the treat- 
ment of consumptives. The stamping 
out oE this dread disease is a matter for 
education and evolution. It depends up- 
on right living, cleanliniss, sunlight, tern- 
peiirance. good iood nnd fresh air and 
proper cav.c." 


A number of states are contemplating 


the establishing of sanitariums for the 
treatment of tubercular diseases, Wis- 
consin among the number. To this end 
two bills were introduced in the last leg- 
islative wssion.but there was nothing to 
the purpose accomplished unless it was 
to serve an advance notice that some- 
time in the future an earnest 
effort 


would be made on this line. The cottage 
system has been proposed and there arc 
some good arguments favoring this plan 
of treating tuberculosis patients, any 
isolated feature clearly will not go in 
the sense of isolating patients as are 
patients suffering from contagious dis- 
eases as contagion is commonly under- 
stood.

Blows Dust From Carpet.—When the 


house cleaning fever really takes a firm 
hold of a woman about the only remedy

have every carpet in the house taken up 
and thoroughly cleaned. But a St. Louis 
man wants to try a different prescrip- 
tion in the way of a pneumatic renova- 
tor, which is invented to clean the car- 
pets without removing them from the 
floor. If the fever has not entirely left 
the woman after this operation has been 
performed we suggest thai she be allow- 
ed to take up a. small section of the car- 
pet and sec how much dust she can dis- 
cover. If the amount be ns small as the 
inventor believes it will the fever will be 
abated and .a complete cure effected nt 
once. To mit this machine in operation 
it is necessary to have a blast of air 
flowing into it from a compressor, the 
latter being connected by a hose to the 
handle of tlie renovator and operated 
by Hand or motor power. 
Inside the 


renovator is a flat blade pressing against 
the nap of the carpet, with a flat nozzle 
inside the blade to blow air through the 
fabric as the machine is drawn about 
the room. The jet of air drives the dust 
from the carpet through the curved/tube 
into the body of the machine, where the 
air is strained through ,rine cloths, re- 
taining the dust inside and discharging 
the filtered air into tlie room. After 
the operation the cloth strainers are re- 
. moved and the machine cleaned out by 
simply inverting it.

Trunk P. Sargent, U. S. commissioner of 
immigration, delivered the following ad- 
dress at the annual meeting of the 
American Academy of Political and So- 
cial Science: 


Jfo question of public policy i» of grea- 


ter importance or affects so closely the 
interests of the people'of this country 
for the time present, and to come.as that 
of immigration. It presents both x a 
practical and a sentimental side. It can- 
not be dealt with ns :pther public issues. 
It has become an established principle 
of this government to frown upon the 
efforts of foreign countries tovbririg to 
the -United States to become burdens 
thereupon the indigent, the morally de- 
'praved, of the physically and mentally 
.diseased, the shiftless and all those who. 
are induced to leave their own country, 
not by their own independent volition 
and their own natural ambition to seek 
a larger and more promising field of 
individual enterprise, but to carry out 
some selfish.scheme, devised to take un- 
due advantage of some classes of our* 
own people, or for other improper pur- 
poses. That such a policy is a wise one, 
as well as obligatory upon the govern- 
ment of this great country. 


The total estimated of alien immigra- 


tion to the. United States from 1770 to 
1820 was 250,000. The total number of 
arrivals for the fiscal rear ending June 
30, 1003 was 857,04$. This is the great- 
est number that ever applied for admis- 
sion in a single year. The nearest ap- 
proach to this was! in 1882 when 788,- 
000 were.-admitted. 
The character of 


the arriving'aliens,('.however, during the 
past year differs greatly,ifrom that of 
1882, and the. years previous. 


•CHANGE 1ST 


Since the foundaj^on of .our 
govern- 


ment until within the past fifteen years 
practically nil of the immigrants came 
from Great Britain and Ireland, Ger- 
many and the Scandinavian 
countries 


and was very largely of Teutonic stock, 
with a large percentage of Celtic. Fif- 
teen millions of them have made their 
home, with us. In fact they have been 
the pathfinders in the west and north- 
west. They are intelligent, industrious 
and sturdy people. They have contrib- 
uted largely to the development of onr 
country and its resources and to them 
is due, in a great measure, the high 
standard of American citizenship. 


The character of our immigration lias 


now changed. During the past fifteen 
years we have been receiving a very un- 
desirable class from southern and east- 
ern Europe which baa taken the place 
of the Teutons and Celtics. During the 
past fiscal year nearly 000,000 of these 
have been landed on our shores consti- 
tuting nearly 70 percent of the entire 
immigration for that year. 


Instead of going to those 
sections 


where there is a sore need for farm la- 
bor they congregate in the larger cities 
mostly 'along .the 
Atluntic 
seaboard, 


where they constitute a dangerous and 
unwholesome element of our 
popula- 


tion. 


THEIR DISPOSITION. 


The question that individually and vi- 


tally affects the interests of onr.people 
is: "What shall we do with the thous- 
ands that arc admitted? Shall they be 
allowed to , form alien colonies in our 
great cities, there to maintain the false 
ideas to propagate the law-less views 
born thereof as the result of their ex- 
perience foreign not only geographically, 
but foreign as well to this country, in 
their ideas of human liberty and indi- 
vidual rights/ Immigration left thus is 
ii menace to the peace, good order and 
stability of American institutions, which 
will grow and increase with the genera 
tions arid: finally burst forth in anarchy 
and disorder. It is thus necessary as 
measure of political security, to devige 
and put in force some means by which 
alien 
arrivals . may 
be 
distributed 


throughout this country and thus 
af- 


ford the opportunity by honest industry 
of securing homes for themselves and 
their children.

other- an admixture through intermar- 
riage of the immigrant blood'with that 
of the native-born population.

mingling of bloods is the process of 
imalgamation. The modification of mind 
and conduct through imitation and edu- 
cation is the process of aaiimllation. In 
he present papeji I shall examine the 
mown facts relating to both attimila- 
ion and amalgamation as they are tak- 
ng place in the United States today.

"Amalgamation proceeds slowly, unS 
tatistics of the intermarriages of the 
native and foreign born, or of different 
nationalities of the foreign born do not 
adequately represent it. We have no 
way of knowing how rapidly it proceeds 
ituong the children and grandchildren of 
mmigranta when all distinctions of Eu- 
ropean nationality have been lost. 'The 
only, question we cau raise is, when ad- 
mixture of the stocks now resident rhere 
las been accomplished what will the 
resulting population be like? This ques- 
Jon can be answered with a high degree 
of certainty. In the entire United States

The Population Mainly Enticed In Ajrri 


coltoiv—But Few Idirn CltlM, 


William E. Curtis in Chicago Record- 


Herald: 


LUCKNOW, March 
9.—Luckuow is 


the fifth city in India ill-population, hav- 
ing 264,049 inhabitants by the last cen- 
sus, and it is the only large town in this 
irovince, which is entirely agricultural. 
Most of the population of India is scat- 
tered in villages, and the number of peo- 
ple who are not supported by farms ia 
much smaller than would be supposed 
from the figures of the census. A large 
>roportion of the inhabitants returned 
aa engaged in trade and other employ- 
ments really belong to the agricultural 
comnvunitjv because they are the agents 
of middlemen through whose hands "the 
produce of the farms passes. These peo- 
ple live in villages among the farming 
community. 


In all the empire of India, with its 


population of 300,000,000,- there are only, 
eight towns with more than 200,000-in- 
'j.-iljitants; only three with more than 
500,000. and only one with a. million, 
Which is Calcutta. The other seven in 
order of size are Bombay, Madras,; Hy- 
ilcnibad, Lucknow, Eangoon, Benares and 
Delhi.

In tbe Lud DUtrloU. 


There is revival of interest In the 


mining of lead and zinc in southwest 
Wisconsin. Grant and Iowa and other 
conutles—old mines re-opened and 
modern processes used. A number of 
"propositions"areoffCTed outsiders, and 
990,060 and even ,f5,000 are considered 
a; working capitalization (which is bet- 
ter'than.geld, mine prospectus .totals); 
but the real mines, as a rule, are kept 
In.the bonds of three or four men who 
actually work the mine or employ the 
workers. A lead mine is a simple af- 
fair;, a hole, looking like a well with 
«. shanty over it; a windlass to lift up 
the erode platform that take* down 
the 'blaster; and*- two or three men 
•itting about like Turks chopping the 
stuff with hammers. That was the old 
mine; process mills are Kct up and the 
ore shipped to them. But there '-arts 
/very few dividend payers in the whole 
region, and thoso ara not usually open 
to the public. There Is lea<2 all orer 
the county; it is a question of the ex- 
tent of deposit. 


The question of keeping the milk cans 


covered while in transit from the farm 
-to tbe factory is an Important one, and 
our buttermnkers should take a. great- 
er interest in having this done. Milk 
Is subjected to a variety, of abuses up- 
on the farm* and should not be com- 
pelled to suffer still further punishment 
while on the way to the creamery when 
it is possible by means of a little atten- 
tion to deliver it in the same condition 
'In- which it left the dairy." The butter 
imaker -who will may succeed" in "induc- 
ing his patrons to blanket their cans, 
and this fact has been impressed upon 
ithe mind of a writer in Creamery Jour- 
nal by observation made during cream- 
ery inspection work. At some creamer- 
le« we find, he says, every load of milk 
well covered with blankets and at oth- 
er factories in the same locality an en- 
tire absence of such care upon the part 
of the patrons. Now, why is this true? 
Is It reasonable to suppose that all- of 
the careful dairymen of the locality 
have centered their patronage upon one 
Institution and that the careless ones 
are all living In one ndghbpHboocl? JSTo; 
not by any means. It is simply due to 
the fact that both factories are riot:op- 
erated by the same kind of; a bntter- 
rn niter. Boys, this is a matter which, 
you may control.' You may not be able 
to keep fully informed of the methods 
used upon the farm, but you certainly 
can remain informed upon this matter. 
Insist that the milk shall be delivered 
tO'the factory in the same condition in 
which It leaves the farm, and this can 
only be accomplished by , keeping tbe 
.cans we!) covered, winter and summer.

Certainly it. should, and the 
Pennsylvania world's, fair commission 
should set aside enough money to make 
such on exhibit. Agricultural interests 
of Pennsylvania cannot all be repre- 
sented as they should be at St Louis 
because there is not money enough to 
do it, but tbe leading interests should 
be properly represented, and dairying 
•is oae of them. The Dairy union is 
preparing plans for such an exhibit as 
will reflect credit on the state, and the 
commission will do well to consider it 
In a very liberal manner. 


When ine Cnnralna I> Poor. 


A correspondent of Hoard's Dairy- 


man, writing from Fort Edward, N. Y., 
Bays: I would like .to tell the people 
who have trouble with, their churnlngs' 
the way I manage. We run quite a thin' 
cream in. winter and cool i the -.cream 
Just just as soon as it comes from the 
separator and keep It cool In a clean, 
sweet pail until I have enough to 
churn. Never freeze it or keep more 
than three days, then set the pail in a 
pan of warm water and stir ifuntil it 
Is 65 degrees, then add a cup of butter- 
milk to each gallon of cream. Keep it 
warm beside the stove and, stir every 
little while. In twenty-four hours It 
should be thick and sour enough to 
churn. 


If the cows are advanced in lactatton 


it will have to be warmed to 60 de- 
grees. Never fill the churn: over half 
full and churn in a warm room, and 
the trotter will come quick and be firm 
and .gather up good.
